
District Army Engineers Tuesday night told a crowd of

IlfPKnott ( ountians that acquisition of their property will begin 
tins summer, once pre.const ruction plans are complete and the 
Corps of Engineers is ready to move dirt. 

According to studios already completed. Map Gardner said 
that 600 tracts of land totaling about 1,800 acres will be pur. 
chased to make way for the new reservoir. 

The reservoir will cause the displacement of 275 families, 
5 schools, 6 churches. 8 cemeteries 30 commercial units and 
various utilities and roadways, Maj. Gardner said 

The dam will be located aifcout two miles from Sassafras 
a short distance south of the Little Dove Church and cemetery 
on Cornett Hill. It is expected to provide a permanent pool of 
water backed up some seven miles behind tin. dam 



The dam itself will be 130 feet high end 720 feet across, of 
earth and rock fill, with an elevation of 1080 feet above see 
level^ Mej. Gardner said. 

Maj Gardner said the Corps of Engineers considered flood 
control the primary reason for the reservoir, though other 
reasons such as fish and wildlife conservation, water quality 
and public recreation were also important 

He said that studies indicate that as many as 188.000 visita. 
tions a year for recreational purposes can be expected at Carr 
Fork, and added that last year the Rough River Reservoir at. 
traded a total of 700,000 people seeking recreation. 

In explaining how the Corps of Engineers purchases private 
property. Maj Gardner said that prices are generally determin 
ed by the property’s “fair market value ” or what a willing 
ibuyer would pay to a willing seller. 

Factors that help determine the fair market value include 
iccent sales of comparable land, the lay of the ground and its 
productivity, and the presence of buildings, trees, pasture, 
and crops. 

Maj. Gardner said if was Corps policy to allow fho property 



owner to stay on his land as long as possible, as long as it did 
not interfere with the dam construction proioct. Property will 
bo purchased from the dam^ upstream. 

Over 90 per cent of such land transactions are by mutual 
agreement between the owner and the government, Maj. 
Gardner said When price agreement cannot be reached, the 
government acquires the property through condemnation, 
based (n the Constitutional provision giving g ivernment powers 
of eminent domain over private property needed for the public 
good. 

But tho individual has rights too, Maj. Gardner reminded 
the audience. When the property owner is not satisfied with 
the government's offer, he can ask the court to resolve the 
matter, 

The hearing was presided ever by Colonel Willard Roper, 
District Engineer who accepted questions from the audience 
after Maj.

We favor passage of the Appalachian Re. 
co very Bill just approved by the Senate, end 
bJ.ie that it wnll be quickly enacted into law 
But there are a few things about the bill that 
"h ould be made clear We are for it slot be. 
cause it is an ideal bill, or even a very good 
bill, but because it offers some help for our 
depressed mountain region, and in this hiat. 
crii ally neglected region, any help is better 
tha i no help 

At the same time, we see a danger for 
Ai. paliuhia in this bill A lot of people, in 
and out of Congress, seem to expect this 
meesure t.» cure the ills of Appalachia It won’t 
it isn * big enough, broad enough or financially 
mi ng enough A no when it decant, a lot 
of people arc gokig r:> take its failure as proof 
that federal , re grams ace of no help to Ap. 
palachia Tljat would be a tragedy A>r Ap. 
pjlachia A bucket of water on a burning house 
w i t put out the fire, but this doesn t mean 
that more water would be wasted 

And the weakest aspect of the Appalachian 
bill is that it spreads too little money over too 
big ao aria A billion and seventy.seven million 
dollars is quite a bit of money, and if it were 
spe.it within a year it might produce marked 
improvement, even when spread over the hun. 
dreds of ccunties lying within the ll.state 
region But when spread over a five-year 
period it averages about nineteen and a half 
million dollars per state That much could be 
swallowed up in Eastern Kentucky without 
m re than denting the backlog of need for such 
ostly items as dams, watershed reforestation 
pid four-lane highways. 

Limited Saif. Help Ability 

For example, the bill authorizes construction 
t 3.350 miles of developmeivtal highway’’ 
\vstem, ol which 1.000 miles shall be access 
r ads Eastern Kentucky alone could use 
1 000 muies of access roads and still not have 
enough hard.aurlace roads to reach all of its 
children with school bu>es. i-.iabling the state 
to abandon its one.room schools in favor of 
consolidated schools Apparently the state will 
get ah <ut 250 miles of major roads, w hich it 
.m well u>e But if the bill requires, as it 
seems to do. the same criteria now in effect for 
fi.deral.aid primary roads. Eastern Kentucky 
will continue to he stuck with the twto.lane 
roads it ha> rather than the four.lane highways 
it needs. 

We concur in the philosophy implicit m 
this bill that states should 'participate in their 
own economic salvation, but our self-help abil. 
ity s limited. Like other less, wealthy states, 
we have to run hard just to keep up. and if our 
over-stretched budget is forced to provide 
matching iunds fer Appalachian programs, it 
will do s > at the expense of state programs, 
thus defeating the whole purpose of the bill. 
Congress can justify 9 t > 1 matching as easily 
o end a region s isolation as it justified 9 to 1 
matching cm interstate highways to provide a 
better defense network And that's just what 
l* will have to do if it hopes to build any truly 
adequate highways in Kentucky’s Appalachian 



counties. 

A Difficult Raqulramant 

Furthermore, the bill as now written re. 
quires participating states to put up 30 dollars 
of I'tad nitnev for every 70 dollars of federal 
money This merely continues inequities that

more than scratch the need for other major 
r. instruct! n. such flcod.control dams And 
th re is lothing in the bill, which calls for yet 
another river study by the Army Engineers, 
to hint at an easing of the criteria that have 
for so kng prevented Eastern Kentucky from 
htaini'ig flood relief. Neither are there ade. 
qu te fu-ids *ir smaller impoundments to pro. 
vide municipal water supplies, or to install 
water and s wage s\ stems in Appalachian com. 
munities that need them. 

The Stripped. Land Provision 

The bill provides limited funds for reda. 
mation of stnpjrvned land, but specifies that 
only public lands shall be reclaimed, whereas 
m L>t stripped land, in Kentucky at least. Is 
privately owned or “abandoned” and of un. 
certain ownership. The bill provides some 
money for reforestation, whereas a truly mas. 
sive effort is needed to reclaim and replant 
ail of the cutover, stripped and eroded uplands 
that add to the fl<<od potential of the mountains. 

The hill provides funds for areas of “ the 
gr atest \ ■ -tential frr future growth . . . where 
the return cm public dollars will be greatest ’ 
If Congress is looking for a chance to turn a 
fa>t buck, it had better look elsewhere than 
Appal a fia where the opportunity for quick 
profit is fur less than the opportunity for long. 
ri.Mgo rehabilitation But if Congress is sincerely 
< ncern d with helping an underdeveloped re. 
ei n I k to economic health, the House had 
• Iter put more muscle in the Appalachian Bill.

Dear Sir: 

In reply to your inquiry by telephone, the position of the 
Kentucky Department of Highways with respect to the Appa. 
lachian program which is before the Congress ba« not changed 
since last fall Although the new legislation differs from that 
brought before the last Congress in some detail the broad 
objectives are the same In line with this, the Kentucky High, 
way Department still has $7 million earmarked in its budget 
for the current fiscal year, which ends June 30. 1965. for use in 
matching whatever federal funds become available for use in 
the Appalachian region under whatever legislation is passed 
by the Congress It is expected that such a program would 
enable the Kentucky Department of Highways to speed the 
completion of the new Ky 15 which has been under construe, 
tion for the past few years between Campton and Whitesburg. 
Any Appalachian funJs which become available for highways 
will be In addition to regular Federal Aid highway funds, 
which would continue to be spent in th3t area at a rate com. 
parable to that of the past few years. The combination of the 
two programs should result, therefore, in completion of major 
new* roads for Eastern Keitueky many years sooner lhan could 
have been expected without an Appalachian program. Any 
deta Is of hrw much money will he spent, and on what 
projects, must await the passage of the legislation and the 
sett.Mg up of an orderly procedure for administering the pro- 
gram.

Bill Davis, co-owner of the Kenyon Auto Store 
played under Adolph Rupp during the 1932, ’33, and 
34 seasons. 

Davis was on the first SEC championship team 
under Rupp as well as the first undefeated team under 
the Baron. 

Kentucky won 15 straight during thy 1933 season 
but lost to Florida in the old Southeastern Conference 
Tournament at Altlanta. 

Davis recalls that the so-called big man in those 
days was from 6-3 to 6 5’ as compared to 6’ 10, 6T 1 
and 7 footers of today. 

“We jumped center after every basket back then,” 
Davis points out, “and we averaged about 40-50 points 
a game as team,’” he continued. 

He also recalls playing with the first all-American 
at the University Forrest “Aggie” Sale, now a sporting 
goods salesman in Harrodsburg 

Mr Davis pointed out in an interview that Ohio 
State was a frequent non-conference opponent for the 
Wildcats. 

Elmer Baldv Gilb coached Davis as a freshman 
at Kentucky and he rates Gilb ‘a very good coach.” 
Gilb formerly coached at Henry Clay High School in 
Lexington 

Davis and Sale were not the only top flight per- 
formers on those early Rupp bossed teams Ellis John- 
son. head cage coach at Marshall ! diversity in Hunting- 
ton W Va nlayed a foward wit l i Feenchy D»*Moisey; 
a state official under former Gov Happy Chandler 
DeMoiaey died last year of a sudden heart attack Dar- 
rell Darby played the guard opposite Davis to complete 
the Rupp’s first undefeated congregation. 

”W« had three substitutes in thoae days,” recalled 



Davis, “our substitutes were Dave Lawrence, a boy by 
the name of Tucker and a fellow named Krueter.” 
Lynn Miller helped with the coaching,” added the 

successful businessman. 

Perhaps the greatest memories to Davis and his 
brother Roscoe are their playing days at Hazard High 
School in the lat * 1920’s under Pat Payne. 

Remember the gi t at Carr Creek team of 1928 
that lost to Ashland in four overtimes in the finals of 
the States Tournament at Lexington? The Davis bro- 
thers led Hazard to 12-11 win over Carr Creek in the 
District in 1928. 

“Rosco played center, Jim Draughn and Farmer 
Brash. a r played forwards and Shirl Napier and I 
played guards,’’ were the words of Davis 

‘ Dr. Eli Boggs, Ed Adams and Claude Dill were 
the substitutes on the team when we beat Carr Creek,” 
according to Roscoe. 

‘ We played the regional tournament in Richmond 
in those days.” commented Bill and “we beat Rich- 
mond High School in the firs^t game of the regional 
that year,” added Roscoe. 

1 asked the Davis’s who beat them out in the 
regional that year, ‘‘Middlesboro beat us because they 
had a big boy that could get the tip each time we jump- 
ed after the basket,” Roscoe answered. “Draughn 
turned an ankle and they fouled Roscoe out or we 
would have beaten them’’, Bill added. 

There were others on that Hazard team of ’28. 
Homer Eversole. Lester Baker, and Ching Webb were 
also under Pat Payne in that year 

A Louisville newspaper carried a poll a few weeks 
ago with the top 15 players ever at the University of 
Kentucky and Bill Davis was one of the top ones on 
the team that was made of such stars as Ralph Beard 
Alex Groza, Johnny Cox, Cliff Hagan, Frank Ramsey 
and at least eight others whose names are not available 
at this time.
